THE CITY CF PENS, 
Birmingham Turns Out About Thirty 


Million a Week. 


In these days, when there is so 
much said about dying British indus- 


tries, it is gratifying to note that in 
Spite of foreign competition Birming- 
ham still supplies the world with 
pens. These are now turned out by 
the capital of the Midlands at the rate 
'of 30,000,000 per week, over twenty 


tons of steel being used in their manu- 
facture. ‘Lhe pens are sold at prices 
rangiag from 3 cents to $12 per gross, 
and the tact that each gross requires 
144 pieces of steel to go through a 
dozen different proceses renders this 
cheapness of sale one of the greatest 
marvels of manufacturing skill and 
industry. 

The advent of the steel pen dates 
back to about one huridred years ago, 
whea steel pens of the barrel type—- 
that is, with the holder and pen in 
one plece—were made and suid fer 
nearly 50 cents each. To Mr. James 
Perry belongs the credit of bringing 
stee! pens into general use. He be- 
gan pen-smaking at Manchester in 
i819, and ultimately develeoped the 
pen trade in London before the promi- 
nent Birmingham makers, Mitchell, 
Gillott, and Mason, caused a revolu- 
tion in the trade by machine-made 
pens. The greatest improvement in 
the manufacture was the adoption of 
a screw hand-press for the cutting-out 
of pens. By means of this process one 
man can cut as many as 45,000 blanks 
a day. 

The shape is given to the blanks, of 
course, by the dies in the press; and 
there are many different shaped dies 
for the different types of pen to be 
made. As a matter of fact, a leading 
pen-maker has a catalogue containing 
5,000 varieties of pens, while it has 
been estimated that no fewer than 


| 100,000 different shapes and sizes are 


in the market. 

Perhaps one of the most popular 
types of pen ever invented was the 
bail-pointed pen, which the well- 
known Birmingham firm, Messrs. 
Brandaner and Co., introduced on to 
the market. 
pen, of course, was that it obviated 
that spurting and seratching which 
some people complained of in regard 
to steel pens. 

The great objection to the steel pen 
when it first came into general use 
was its stiffness. There was net that 
“give’’ and spring in the metal pen 
which characterized the old-fashioned 
goosequill pen. This was remedied, 
however, by the side slits which we 
see in pens to-day, and for many 
years the method of slitting pens by 
means of a press was kept a secret 
by those famous pen-makers, Gillott 
Briefly, the method of 
manufacture of a steel pen to-day may 
be described as follows: The blanks 
are pierced and the slits cut. after 
which the pen requires to be softened 
by annealing. Then they are raised 
and hardened, scoured with acid. col- 
ored, varnished, and dried, girls after- 
wards looking over the pens, throwing 
aside the faulty ones, and packing the 
good ones into boxes ready for sale. 

How the trade has grown may be 
gathered from the fact that in 1339 
steel pens were not generally known, 
but in 1849 the trade was a leading 
industry in Birmingham; there were 
twelve factories employing about 2,000 
men, women, and girls, the weekly 
eutput of pens being stated at 65,000 
gross. The output in 1866 had inereas- 
ed to 98,000 gross weekly, and about 
4,000 people were employed in all de- 
partments. In 1846 the weekly aver- 
age of pens manufactured was about 
160,000 gross, or 13,000,000 pens.

her aid in fhe event of a conflict with 
the United States. In care of a hostile 
coalition of the United States with the 
Triple Alliance, the admiral believes 
France would be forced to supple- 
ment the forees of England, Japan, 
and Russia. He doubts, however, 
that the German emperor, 
devoured by a desire to smash the 
league and adopt a diplomacy as un- 
scrupulous us that of the Iron Chan- 
cellor,’) would enter on the perilous 
ventures of such a war, which would 
offer little chance of victory on sea or 
land. 

“Without the intervention in Euro- 
pean waters of the navies of the Triple 
Alliance, in a way to help the Ameri- 
can fleet at the moment it was serious- 
ly engaged in the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, the decisive superiority in that 
struggle,"’ says the — vice-admiral, 
“would rest with the forces of Japan 
and England.

The Negotiations with United States 


Washington, D.C. — Within two 
months, according to the present 
plans of the administraton there 
will be gathering in Washington 
or Ottawa, representatives of the Ca- 
nadian and United States government 
for the purpose of negotiating a treaty 
between the two countries. 

The felicitious exchanges between 
Secretary of State Knox and Minister 
Fielding of Canada, which concluded 
the recent agreements, contained an 
implied promise that the effort would 
be made to reach an understanding on 
broad lines that might settle for all 
time the various open issues regarding 
the land and water boundaries, the 
fisheries, the preservation of the seals, 
and finally the tariff relations. 

Most of those matters ere of con- 
cern purely to the two principals, but 
the developments in the negotiations 
relative to the tariff were awaited with 
the greatest interest by nearly all of 
the European powers.

Elasticity of the Earth 


London.—The elasticity of the earth 
in relation to its responsiveness to 
pulls and strains has been the subject 
of recent tests made by John Milne, 
the noted engineer and seismologist. 
He lays claim to having established 
thet the ocean tides have an appreci- 
able effect in depressing land levels. 

Experiments, which ure quite from 
the front of so-called land lines, were 
made with a modified form of the 
seismograph at Bisdon  observetory 
near Liverpool. They proved, accord- 
ing to Milne, that the level of the 
Irish sea becomes depressed from the 
increased load of water at every high 
tide, the effect being to pull the shores 
nevrer together and make the land 
slopes steeper, 

As the amount of ¢ flection is only 
one inch to sixteen miles, the distance 
covered is rather of scientific than 
of practical importinee, +

Increased Proportion of People With 
Capital Emigrating to Dominion 
is Subject of Comment 


London.—It is stated that 39,000 im- 
migrants will sail from Liverpool! for 
Canada this month. The increasing 
proportion of people with, capital 
si the subject of considerable com- 
ment here. Interest is aroused in 
Liverpool by suggestion that hoteis b 
provided for emigrants who have to 
wait before shipping offices are open 
and who are often exposed to incon- 
venience by lack of accommodation. 

A branch of the central unemp.oyed 
body, a newly established league for 
the colonies, has been tormed in South 
Australia. The London secretary of 
the institution states that that bocy 
would be delighted to send more men 
to Australia if only ‘“‘because we get 
money udvanced for fares returned 
much more regularly and quickly than 
from those we send to Canada. Where 
we get a dollar or ten dollars from the 
Dominion, we often get a sovereign or 
ten pounds from Australia.” 


Bad Wreck on C.N.R. at Jamieson 


Regina.—About 9 o'clock on Satur- 
day night there occurred at Jamieson, 
mileage 22, one of the worst disasters 
in the history of the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railway system. Train No. 16, 
known as the Saskatchewan express, 
was wrecked, and as a result five cars 
were completely destroyed and six 
pessengers were badly burned about 
the hands and face. As yet there are 
no fatalities, but one of those injured 
is in # serious condition. 

The accident was due to the derail- 
ment of the engine and tender and 
the spread of @ fire which started in 
the baggage coach, immediately fol- 
lowing an explosion of the oil cans. 
All the passengers on the train were 
more or less seriously shaken up, and 
the whole train was delayed at Jamie- 
son for some twelve hours. 

The injured are: Garfield MeKay, 
baggageman, of Winnipeg; Antone 
Moskow, sectionman, of Jamieson; 
Aylmer Trayis, passenger, Sintaluta; 
Grant Holl, American passenger, from 
Chicago; J. O. Olson, American pass- 
enger, from Zealandia, formerly of 
Petoskey, Michigan, and F. J, Hutech- 
inson, brakeman, Winnipeg. 

The injuries to the men consist 
chiefly of burns about the hands and 
face, and for the most part are not 
considered dangerous. 

Grant Holl, the American passen- 
ger, from Chicago, is in the moat 
serious condition, His burns are bad, 
indeed, and slthough there is no im- 
mediste danger, it ig renorted that he 
will probebly beer Marks of the acci- 
dent the rest of his life.

ARE GETTING 


IMMIGRANTS REACHING CANADA 
ARE MOST DES!IRABLE 


The United States Said to be Envious 
of the Canacian Immigration Policy 
—Are Alarmed at the Number of 
American Farmers that are Moving 
to Canada—Lengthy Report on this 
Subject Submitted to Congress. 


Washington, D.C.—A report was sub- 
mitteg to Compress recently by Sena- 
tor Dillingham, ia Charge of the joint 
commission in regard \o the iaomigra- 
tion situation in Canada. 

Probably the most iuiportant state- 
ment mace in the report is that Can- 
#04 Wants Lidilerants whose purpose 
is to enter agri-ultural pursuits, 
either aa Owuers, tenants or laborers, 
and desires to excluue those immi- 
grants whose presence would tend to 
the congestion of towns and cities. 

Another striking fe.ture of the re- 
port is the comparison of immigra- 
tion into Canaua during: the past de- 
cade with that into the United States. 
Chis shows that while 70 per cent. of 
Canada’s immigrants during that 
period came from northern and west- 
ern Europe and only 30° per cent. 
from southern and eastern Europe, 
the reverse was true in regard to the 


immigrants entering the United 
States. ‘The report says: 
“hat no effort is made to secure 


immigrants from southern and west- 
ern Europe and unless it is the pur- 
pose of such immigrants to enter agri- 
cultural pursuits, their entranee into 
Canada is doubtful, On the other 
hand it is pointed out, effort is being 
made through salari-d agents of the 
Canadian immigration  depertment, 
vided by sub-agents to whom a bonus 
or commission is paid, and by means 
of advertising, to secure immigrants 


from the United Kingdom, Ireland, 
Finland, Norway, Sweden, Switzer- 
land and the United States. Of the 
total number of immigrants going 


from the United States to Canada dur- 
ing the past three years, more than 
seven-eighths were classed as farmers 
laborers. Probably no other 
considerable movement of population 
from one eountry to another, says the 
report, at the present time is so 


\lergely composed of agricultural peo- 


ple.

All per- 
sons who beconfe public charges with- 
in two years after landing, may be 
deported, No one is debarred from 
Canada because of previous arrange-

iments made for securing employment. 


The Dominion miintains free in- 
formation bureaus in the principal 
cities both for the benefit of employers 
of labor and of immigrants seeking 
employment, and in dealing with 
Oriental immigration Canada has 
adopted a policy which practically ex~ 
cluded Asiatie Jabor, 


King's Health Not Very Satisfactory 

London,—London pewspapers ordin- 
arily print only briefest news bulle- 
tins about the condition of the king's 
health. The king is at Biarritz and 
has not been well for a fortnight. 
Newspapers say he is suffering from a 
bad cold, but the fact is that he has 


had more than a cold to cause his 
physicians worry, He has not been 
robust sinee his recovery from the 


operation that nearly proved fatal at 
the time of his coronation. His throat 
is weak and any cold causes inflanmma- 
tion in the throat that frequently pro- 
duces almost suffocation, The king's 
physicians always have a tank of oxy- 
gen handy to relieve choking attacks 
that affliet the king often nowadays. 
His general health is fair'y good for a 
man of his age, but his physicians 
never take ehances, and when he de- 
velops the slightest cold they gener- 
ally keep him indoors us they did for 
a Week at Biarritz.
